Farm help hard to find this year 


Local soldiers

Seven Campbellsville 
residents are in Africa, 
serving with a unit of near¬ 
ly 600 Kentucky National 
Guard troops. 

Sgt. 1st Class Robbie Rog¬ 
ers, who serves at Camp- 
bellsville’s National Guard 
unit, said 26 of the unit’s 70 
soldiers were mobilized on 
Sept. 2 to report to the 
Bardstown National Guard 
unit before heading to 
Camp Atterbury in India¬ 
napolis for training exer¬ 
cises. 


According to a National 
Guard news release, the 
2/138th Field Artillery 
unit went to Camp Atter¬ 
bury before heading to 
Africa. The release doesn’t 
state that Campbellsville 
National Guard troops 
traveled with the 2/138th 
unit, though military offi¬ 
cials say they are. Rogers 
said the 2/138th unit was 
short on soldiers, so the 26, 
of which seven are from 
Campbellsville, agreed to 
ship out with the unit.

For the last two decades, 
the number of tobacco 
farms in Taylor County 
has steadily decreased. 
But for the 150 or so tobac¬ 
co farmers remaining, 
finding workers to cut and 
house this season’s pre¬ 
dicted 2,500 pounds of 
tobacco has been a labor 
in itself. 

According to Pat Hard¬ 
esty, Taylor County exten¬ 
sion agent for agriculture 
and natural resources, 
this year’s tobacco is one 


of the better yielding 
crops Taylor County has 
had in a while. 

Hardesty said the usual 
abundance of migrant 
workers has dwindled due 
to there not being enough 
farms remaining to keep 
migrant workers employed 
for very long. 

“Some of our smaller 
producers have been wait¬ 
ing on crews or they’ve 
been trying to get local 
help, which is very diffi¬ 
cult,” Hardesty said. 
“That’s why the migrants 
are here, because we 
can’t get enough local 


labor to get the crop in.” 
In years past, Hardesty 
said, groups of migrant 
workers would come into 
the county and by word- 
of-mouth, would move 
from farm to farm, quick¬ 
ly cutting and housing the 
tobacco by the end of Sep¬ 
tember, and well before 
the first frost. 

Now in October, the 
threat of frost constantly 
looms. Hardesty said that 
frost was in the weather 
forecast for this morning. 

“Chances are, we’re 
going to have quite a bit of 
tobacco get frosted on 
because of not being able 
to get it cut and housed,” 
Hardesty said. “That can 


reduce quality of the crop, 
and they recommend 
waiting about three days 
after a frost before going 
in and harvesting.” 

Local farmer Aaron 
Newcome said he and his 
business partner, Kyle 
Lee, are worried that 
some of their 115 acres of 
tobacco may not get cut 
and housed in the barn in 
time. 

“I think everybody’s 
having the same prob¬ 
lem,” Newcome said. 
“This is the first time that 
I’m hiring all local help.” 

Newcome said finding 
steady local help this year 
has been difficult. On any

From cooking and sew¬ 
ing to technology and 
babysitting, Taylor County 
4-H programs offer some¬ 
thing to try and peak the 
interest of all the county’s 
children and young adults. 

This month, 4-H staff 
members are teaching stu¬ 
dents at Campbellsville 
and Taylor County schools 
how to build robots. And 
Amanda Sublett, Taylor 
County extension agent for 


4-H/youth development, 
says students are loving 
it. 

This week is National 
4-H Week. Sublett and her 
assistant, Jordan Stapp, 
are conducting programs 
at local school systems all 
month to celebrate. 

The program being 
taught now teaches stu¬ 
dents how robots can be 
used to preserve and pro¬ 
tect the environment, 
while offering a glimpse 
into the future of science, 
technology, engineering 
and math. 

Students were given the 
task of building a robot to 
clean an oil spill on a 
beach. After building their 
robot, they engineered a 
course for the robot to 
maneuver with plastic 


cups, pipe cleaners and 
other items. 

Sublett says 4-H pro¬ 
grams are geared toward 
helping children learn 
leadership, citizenship and 
life skills. 

She said she conducts 
4-H meetings with the 
county’s fourth- and fifth- 
grade students once a 
month. Students elect offi¬ 
cers and run the meetings 
and Sublett has a program 
each month focusing on a 


specific skill or lesson, 
such as public speaking 
and nutrition. 

Sublett said special inter¬ 
est 4-H groups also meet 
after school and discuss 
topics such as cooking, 
babysitting, livestock and 
more. 

“There’s something for 
everybody,” she said. “It’s 
not just for farm kids. It’s 
more than livestock.”

Voter registration forms 
ask for a person’s name. 
Social Security number, 
birth date, address, politi¬ 
cal party and signature. 

Carney said anyone who 
wants to make a change 
in their political party or 
address should do so by 
tomorrow at 4:30 p.m. 

Residents must be age 
18 or older to vote, Carney 
said, but 17-year-olds who 
will turn 18 on or before 
Nov. 6 can register now. 
Absentee voting applica¬ 
tions are available now, 
Carney said, and his office 
has already mailed about 
200 . 

Those eligible to vote by 
absentee are those who 
will be out of town on Nov.

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Murder: Man arrested in connection 


detectives arrested Saly¬ 
ers after a week-long inves¬ 
tigation into the death of 
Wendell ‘"Gleason” Pyles, 
who was shot and killed 
Sept. 26 while he was 
working at Tarter Gate Co. 
in Dunnville. 

The release states that 
early last Thursday morn¬ 
ing, KSP troopers, detec¬ 
tives and special response 
team members searched 
Salyers’ home. 

Items seized are expect¬ 
ed to lead to more charges 
and additional arrests, the 
release states. The investi¬ 
gation into the murder is 
continuing. 

According to Salyers’ 
arrest citation, an investi¬ 
gation into Pyles’ murder 
revealed that the two had 
an ongoing argument over 
a debt Pyles allegedly 
owed to Salyers. 

Court records state that 
during an interview with 
Salyers, he told KSP troop¬ 
ers that he wouldn’t reveal 
what happened because 
“he was not a rat.” 

Later in the interview, 
records state, Salyers told 
troopers that what hap¬ 
pened was not about Pyles 
quitting a motorcycle club 
the two belonged to, but 
was over the debt Pyles 
owed. Records state Pyles 
and Salyers were members 
of the Iron Horsemen 
Motorcycle Club. 

Salyers told troopers that 
he drove the man who shot 
Pyles to Tarter Gate Co. in 
his truck, which was

burned the night of the 
crime. 

KSP Sgt. Andy Olson said 
detectives are still investi¬ 
gating the case to deter¬ 
mine who shot Pyles. 

“We haven’t found or 
charged him yet,” Olson 
said. 

Olson said it isn’t known 
yet how many people were 
involved with killing 
Pyles. 

Salyers’ arrest citation 
states that he was charged 
with murder, which is a 
Class A felony punishable 
by as much as life in pris¬ 
on. 

The KSP news release 
states, however, that Saly¬ 
ers was charged with com¬ 
plicity to commit murder, 
also a Class A felony. Jail 
records list him charged 
with murder. 

Records state Salyers 
was denied release on his 
own recognizance or an 
unsecured bond because 
he is a danger to others. 

An unsecured bond sets 
an amount a defendant will 
pay if he or she doesn’t 
appear for court dates but 
doesn’t require any money 
be posted before a defen¬ 
dant can be released. 

According to the Casey 
County Circuit Clerk’s 
Office, no court dates have 
been set for Salyers, though 
he will likely appear in 
court during the county’s 
regular district court hear¬ 
ing day tomorrow. 

A not guilty plea will 
likely be entered on Saly¬ 


ers’ behalf during his first 
court appearance. He will 
be appointed an attorney 
or be ordered to hire his 
own and the case against 
him will either be set for a 
preliminary hearing or 
held to a Casey County 
grand jury for possible 
indictment. 

Pyles, 50, worked in 
maintenance at Tarter 
Gate Co. 

His wife, Tina, said that 
getting through the days 
since her husband’s death 
has been difficult. 

“It’s hard, it’s so hard, 
there’s so much that’s bom¬ 
barded me all at once.” 

Mrs. Pyles said her hus¬ 
band was a man his friends 
and family members could 
depend on and trust. 

“If he liked you, he liked 
you. He was a good-heart¬ 
ed person who would give 
you the shirt off his back 
and do anything in the 
world for you.” 

Mrs. Pyles said her hus¬ 
band deeply loved and 
cared for his five children 
and three grandchildren. 

“His pride and joy was 
his family,” she said. 

“He was a great provider 
and fun to be around. And 
he also loved his two Har¬ 
ley Davidson motorcy¬ 
cles.”

4-H: National 4-H Week celebrated

Not all children enjoy 
sports, Sublett said, so 4-H 
tries to offer many activi¬ 
ties so children can find 
what they like and partici¬ 
pate. 

4-H activities are open to 
anyone ages 9 to 18. For 
those ages 5 to 8, Sublett 
said, a Cloverbud program 
introduces them to what 
4-H is all about. 

Sublett says about 450 
fourth- and fifth-graders 
learn about 4-H each year 
and more than 1,800 attend 
4-H programs altogether. 

As children get older, 
Sublett said, it can be dif¬ 
ficult to keep the students 
attending 4-H events 
because they sometimes 
compete with sports, clubs 
and church events. 

The biggest 4-H event, 
she said, is 4-H 4 All, which 
is typically hosted at the 
beginning of the school 
year. The event showcases 
all activities 4-H offers, 
she said, so students can 
plan to be involved in 
them. 


Sublett said 4-H mem¬ 
bers receive newsletters 
about upcoming activities. 
Staff members also used 
Facebook to keep members 
updated. She said she 
believes 4-H offers hands- 
on activities that teachers 
might not have time to 
offer in the classroom. She 
says this helps 4-H mem¬ 
bers learn but also have 
fun at the same time. 

“If you come to sew, 
you’re gonna get to sew. If 
you come to cooking, 
you’re gonna get to cook,” 
she said. “I think that we 
fill a need.” 

Sublett said research 
shows that children retain 
information better if they 
learn using hands-on tech¬ 
niques, which is what 4-H 
is all about. 

“We develop leadership 
skills and life skills,” she 
said. And Sublett says 4-H 
events aren’t just for chil¬ 
dren, they can also bring a 
family together. She said 
many 4-H members have 
entered state and national 


competitions and their 
families have attended to 
cheer them on. 

In her ninth year work¬ 
ing in 4-H and youth devel¬ 
opment, Sublett says she 
enjoys what she does. 

“I really, really do,” she 
said. “It’s a calling real¬ 
ly.” 

Sublett says a lot of work 
goes into making 4-H 
events fun and education¬ 
al. “I grew up as a 4-Her,” 
she said. “It made a huge 
impact on my life and a 
huge difference. I owe a lot 
to 4-H.” 

And Sublett says 4-H is 
always in need of volun¬ 
teers, from those with a 
special skill to teach mem¬ 
bers or just those who want 
to help. “We rely heavily 
on volunteers,” Sublett 
said. “It helps the program 
tremendously.”

Absentee voting will 
begin this Wednesday and 
continue through Nov. 6. 

Those who aren’t able to 
leave their homes can 
apply to vote via paper 
ballot mailed to their 
homes, Carney said. 

There will be two chang¬ 
es in voting precincts on 
Nov. 6, Carney said. 

Those who live in the 
Fourth District and vote 
in the Ireland/Irene-Rom- 
ine precinct will now vote 
at Green River Memorial 
Baptist Church. Those 
voters previously voted at 
Bethel’s Landing/Pit Stop 
Grocery. 

Residents living in the 
First District and voting 
in the Oak Hill/Poplar 
Grove precinct will vote 
at the former Dakota 
Farm’s store on KY 210 
instead of Beams Body 
Shop.

Carney said the voters 
whose precincts are 
changing will be mailed a 
letter after tomorrow’s 
voter registration dead¬ 
line passes.

The Campbellsville 
School Board boasts five 
members, and two are up 
for re-election this year.

On the soil conservation 
ticket, four members are 
up for re-election. Barry 
Smith, David Cowherd, 
Doug Martin and John 
McLean have all filed to 
keep their seats. Chal¬ 
lenger Debbie Gabbert 
has filed for a slot. 

In a national race, voters 
will choose who they want 
to be president of the 
United States. Incumbent 
Barack Obama, a Demo¬ 
crat, will face Republican 
Mitt Romney. 

Voters will also choose a 
1st District U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative. Ed Whitfield, a 
Republican, will face off 
against Charles Hatchett, 
a Democrat. 

State Rep. John “Bam” 
Carney, R-Campbellsville, 
is also up for re-election 
but has no opposition. 


Voters will also choose a 
Taylor Circuit Clerk this 
year. Incumbent Rodney 
Burress will face Susie 
Skaggs. The two also 
faced off during the last 
General Election. 

There will be at least one 
new face on the Camp¬ 
bellsville City Council 
next January. Fifteen can¬ 
didates will face off for 12 
seats. Candidates had to 
file by last January to see 
if a primary race was nec¬ 
essary in May.

Council candidates are 
incumbents Vangie Ford, 
Terry Keltner, Vicki Mul¬ 
lins, Patti Phillips, Dr.

given day, he has no idea 
how many workers will 
show up or how long they 
will stay. 

One option available to 
farmers is the H-2A Visa 
program, which allows 
people to legally enter the 
United States temporarily 
for agricultural work. 
However, Hardesty said 
that the farmer has to pay 
for the transportation to 
get them here, in addition 
to providing housing and 
guaranteeing them so 
many hours. In the end.

he said, it is the equiva¬ 
lent of paying someone 15 
dollars an hour. And 
because it is so expensive, 
most independent produc¬ 
ers cannot afford it. 

Hardesty was quick to 
dispel a common concern 
that migrant workers take 
jobs away from Ameri¬ 
cans. “With some indus¬ 
tries, there may be some 
migrant laborers that are 
taking jobs away from 
Americans, but with 
tobacco, that’s not been 
the case,” Hardesty said. 


“I promise you, if a tobac¬ 
co producer here in Tay¬ 
lor County could get local, 
dependable help, there 
wouldn’t be migrants 
here.” 

Although it would mean 
a smaller profit margin 
next year, Newcome said 
that he will probably have 
no choice but to arrange 
for H-2A workers. 

“The days of the smaller 
farmer are kind of out,” 
Newcome said. “You 
either raise a lot or none 
at all.” 


Soldiers: Deployed to Africa 


Rogers said. According to 
the news release, the 565 
soldiers are at the Horn of 
Africa for a nine-month 
deployment. Their mis¬ 
sion is to promote regional 
security and stability and 
to protect United States 
interests in the region. 

The release states that 
the Lexington-based 
2/138th stands as the most 
decorated unit in the Ken¬ 
tucky National Guard, 
completing tours in Iraq 
and Afghanistan during 
the War on Terror. The 
troops, who will be known 
as Task Force Long Rifle, 
are expected home next 
summer.

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky National Guard’s 
blog, kentuckyguard. 
wordpress.com, this 
deployment isn’t the first 
time Kentucky’s National 
Guard troops have trav¬ 
eled to Africa. Troops 
went to Somalia and 
Rwanda in the 1990s as 
part of international 
humanitarian famine 
relief efforts. Rogers said 
the majority of the 70 
members of the Camp¬ 
bellsville National Guard 
unit are from the sur¬ 
rounding area. The last 
time the unit was deployed, 
he said, was in November 
2004 for Operation Iraqi 


Freedom. He said he 
knows the 26 local sol¬ 
diers are in Africa now, 
but hasn’t heard from 
them. Technology avail¬ 
ability, he said, could limit 
their communication to 
only when out of necessity. 
Rogers said he doesn’t 
know much about the mis¬ 
sion, only that he believes 
it to be centered on train¬ 
ing. Military officials have 
said journalists with the 
troops will attempt to 
speak with Campbellsville 
soldiers while they are 
serving in Africa and 
compile stories and photo¬ 
graphs for publication in 
the News-Journal.
